Dr. Arthur E: Calloway, whose license to practice 
medicine has been placed in jeopardy because of his ad- 
mitted involvement in a scheme to defraud the Laborers 
District Council-Ohio Contractors Association health in- 
surance fund, told the CALL &-POST-Sunday-in.an ex- 
clusive interview that. he was duped by an.official of 
Laborers_Local Union. 423 into..thinking that funds 
derived from false disability claims would benefit in- 
digent union members facing bankruptcy. 

Calloway said that William (Big Bill) Smith, a former 
patient, conned him into believing that he w: 3 helping 
the poor by signing health claim forms certifying that he 
(Calloway) had performed medical treatment for persons 
he_had, in fact, never met. 

Calloway pleaded guilty in U.S. District Court last Nov. 
10 to one misdemeanor count of conspiracy involving 
several false disability claims paid out of the insurance 
fund between February, 1975, and July, 1976. In return 
for his pledge to cooperate in the Federal probe and to 
testify against others if called upon, Judge Joseph P. 
Kinneary gave the doctor a one year's suspended sen- 
tence. ‘

City Wants

‘Black Male: 


Physician Asks Community 


To Support Dr. Calloway 


Dr. Leonard B. Green- 
tree, an obstetrician and 
gynecologist with offices 
on E. State St. and on 
Morse Rd., in a letter to the 
editors of local 
newspapers, last week 
defended the character of 
Dr. Arthur E. Calloway and 
pleaded for public support 
for Calloway in his efforts 
to retain his license to 
practice medicine. 


Calloway, who has of- 
fices on E. Livingston Ave., 
faces a hearing before the 
county medical board May 
12, at which time he will 
defend himself against 
xisconduct charges stem- 
ming from his involvement 
in one aspect of: the 
Laborers Local Union 423 
corruption. scandal. 


Calloway, 58, was the 
first person involved in the 
case to plead guilty in U.S. 
District Court when he 
confessed to one 
misdemeanor count. of 
conspiracy last Nov. 10. He 
was accused of having 
aided Union officials in a 
scheme to file false 
disability claims with’ the 
local’s health’ insurance 
fund. He received a one 
year's suspended sen- 
tence. 


In an exclusive interview 
published elsewhere in 
this edition, Calloway 
asserted that he was 
duped by Tilliam (Big Bill) 
Smith, former bodyguard 
to Local 423 business 
manager John E. Scales. 
Calloway—-alleged—that 
Smith conned. him into 
believing that his signature 
on false disability ‘claims 


would help indigent 
laborers facing financial 
ruin. 


Dr. Greentree, a_per- 
sonal and professional 
acquaintance of Dr. 
Calloway, said he wrote 
the following letter 
because he had read about 


his fellow physician's dif- 
ficulties. and wanted to do 
what he could to arouse 
public interest in 
Calloway's fight to save his 
medical career which has 
spanned more than 30 
years, most of them here in 
Columbus.

“Because of Dr. Arthur 
E. Calloway’s widely 
publicized problem with 
the government, and the 
fact that | have known this 
physician and his family 
for close to 30 years, it is 
proper that | bring several 
facts about Dr. Calloway’s 
character to the public’s 
attention. 

He, like. his father who 

was one of the very few 
black doctors in Columbus 
some 50 years ago, has 
always been dedicated, 
possibly more so than any 
other doctor in this city, to 
the care of the sick. and 
poor. 
Long before Medicaid 
and “Medicare came” into 
being to pay the costs of 
the ailing poor, his office 
was filled with patients 
who didn't have money. 
Many members of our com- 
munity. can testify to the 
truth of this statement. 

“It is reasonable to con- 
clude that if he hd had a 
more mercenary outlook to 
the practise of medicine, 
his present problems 
would—have -never—oc- 
curred. How different he is, 
in this respect, from some

School Bus Breakdowns 
Occur With Regularity

Schoo! bus breakdowns 
are among the infrequently 
heard about but very real 
problems plaguing the 
Columbus school- system 
this year. 


The fosers are the 
students, particularly those 
with the misfortune to be 
on bus route with a new 
driver. Not that 
anything wrong with new 
bus drivers as drivers. It’s 
just that they get the last 
choice of buses. 


This reporter is aware of 
this because her fifth- 
grade son is on one of 
those routes. A Columbus 
Plan student, he walk’s to 
the nearest school to catch 
the bus and frequently, af- 
ter an hour of waiting often 
on the coldest days, has 
come back home because 
the bus has not arrived. 

_ Later he would learn that 
the bus had broken down 
and had to wait for a 
replacement. Other. times, 
the bus broke down while 
he was on it, and he would 
ani, home or at school 
ate. 


At first we tried to be 
patient, knewing that the 
weather was causing un- 
‘foreseen problems. But 


there’s- 


canary did not Call us 
back, but when we called 
him, again he said he had 
looked into the problem, 
that the route’s regular bus 
was in repairs and 
when it came out our 
problems should be over. 
(Our son later reminded us 
that the regular bus had 
broken down twice.) 
Questioned about the con- 
tinuing problem, he asser- 
ted that it was not restric- 
ted to this route but had 
been a general problem 
this: year. 

Learning that 
problem was a general 
one, we decided to contact 
the director of transpor- 
tation, Ronald Smucker, 
who acknowledged that it 
has been a difficult year. 


“We started out short on 
buses," Smucker said, 
“and had to borrow buses 
and keep the old ones. 
There were many break- 
downs and the winter was 
tough on the equipment, 
which required a higher 
level of maintenance.” 


Smucker said there are

Carter’s Urban Policy: 
A Workable Mish-Mash? 


By Rep. Harold Ford 
Against-the-backdrop of President. 
Carter's historic “Third World 
Odyssey" the announcement of his 
long-awaited urban policy proposals 
was met with relative calm. However, 
this certainly should not serve to 
minimize their importance to ‘the 
shape of domestic affairs in the near 
future. 
. Though there is no real centralized theme to the 
program, the proposals are all aimed at rehabilitating 
cities that have already sufféred significant economic

and physical decay, while preventing other cities in bet-" 


ter shape from. experienéing the same socio-economic 
problems in the years to come. : 

The proposals were the end-praguct of a 12-month in- 
terdepartmental special task force called the Urban and 
Regional Policy Group. Patricia Roberts Harris, 
Secretary of the Department. of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD), was-appointed. by President Carter 
to head the task force. Her expertise’ was supplemented 

“by_that—of-- Stu. Eizenstat, President Carter's chief 
domestic advisor, in spearheading the proposals for a 
new series of job, tax incentive, grant, loan and public 
works efforts. 

Perhaps one of the most important aspects of this 
scheme is the impact of the “bureaucratic turf fights,” 
which delayed progress on the proposals, but helped 
establish ground rules for such concerted efforts in the 
future. 

Similarly, the “openness” of the entire process yielded 
an’ unprecedented degree of involvement of federal 
agencies affected by the proposed changes, which in 
turn ensured their commitment to the President's 
proposals. The: proposals consist of four main 
categories: employment and economic development; 
fiscal assistance; human and community development; 
and coordination, streamlining and reorientation of 
federal, state and local activities. 

After having had drafts of their proposals disapproved 
as lacking in specificity, the Urban and Regional Policy 
Group recommended more than 160 changes in 38 
existing programs. These changes are aimed at making 
the programs more urban oriented. For example, the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency (EPA) will revamp 
guidelines for water and sewer grants which presently 
encourage large projects in developing areas, which in 
turn promote urban sprawl. The guidelines will be 
changed to focus on revitalization of existing facilities in 
the cities. 

| am pleased to report that the Carter Administration 
has also pledged to triple, over the level of the Ford Ad- 
ministration, purchases from minority-owned businesses, 
which generally locate in the inner city. For the first time 
all government agencies will be required to submit goals 
and timetables for increasing those purchases. Another 


innovation would call for an “urban impact analysis" to’ 


determine the potential ramifications of the program on 
urban areas. The analysis would be conducted by the 
agency running these new federal programs and would 
be reviewed by the Office of Management and Budget 
and the White House domestic staff. 

There have, of course, been mixed reactions to the ad- 
ministration proposals. Among the most favorable 
aspects is the thematic emphasis on the concept of 
“targeting” programs to areas with the greatest need. 
Harris and Eisenstat in their briefing sessions have taken 
great pains to note that the urban policy was based upon 
the “targeting of need, rather than of cities.” Cities wit 
receive the great bulk of the federal funds because they 
suffer fromthe most_acute problems. 

The two aspects receiving the greatest opposition are 
the amount of monies which have been proposed for im- 
plementation of these programs, and the lack of 
specificity as to the criteria for targeting particular areas. 
In other words, the formulas and eligibility requirements 
upon which funding decisions will be based have yet to 
be seen. ¢ 

Carter has given three reasons for limiting the in- 
creases in proposed spending: the start-up time required 
for new programs limits the amount of money that can be 
spent in fiscal 1979; fear that Congress will not approve 
more than $2 billion in additional urban spending for this 
period; and the fact that the federal government is 
already pumping some $30 billion a year into local 
“governments. As for the targeting criteria, Administration 
officials say that distribution methods have been drawn 
up but no final decisions have been made. 

Black Americans comprise a substantial proportion of 
this nation’s urban centers. It follows then that the 

tential impact of these policies upon our daily lives is 
immeasureable. Many of these programs are geared to 
alleviate the unacceptably high rates of unemployment 
black America’s most devastating enemy. Recognizing 
this, the members of the Congressional Black Caucus 
are monitoring the surrounding developments with the 
utmost care and concern. 

We are ina position to impact directly upon the 5-10 
pieces of legislation which are required to implement 
these proposals. Our input should and must bea retiec- 
tion of the sentiments of/our constituency. Consequen- 
tly, | urge each of you to speak with relatives, friends, 
acquaintances and anyone else about their views on this 
vital issu@ Then you must let 
representatives know of these views. O

Partner- 
ship is a key word in the 
President's Urban Policy 
Statement. Settlements 
and neighborhood centers 
can play a crucial role in 
helping neighborhood 
residents to become effec- 
tive partners. 

, It is our view that 
problems of our cities such 
as economic insecurity, 
stress, tension, violence 
and indeed crime can be 
reduced substantially, if 
sufficient numbers of 
people who are currently 
unemployed and who view 
the future with dismay and 
despair can be effectively 
involved in rebuilding their 
neighborhoods, 

The problem is of 
mammoth proportions and 
very . difficult “indeed. 
The issue is that no com- 
munity with 40-50 percent 
unemployed residents can 
achieve the quality of life it 
deserves and desires 
unless neighborhood 
residents themselves do 
the difficult job of utilizing 
their resources for con- 
structive purposes, For 
example, unemployed 
neighborhood youths can 
be utilized for construc- 
tion, beautification and 
clean up of the neigh- 
borhood. People have to 
be made aware of the fact 
that results from one’s ef- 
forts can be extremely 
rewarding in, countless 
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ways, lf 
youths are 
reconstruct 
buildings,

dilapidated 
for example, 
develop many 
new: qualities. These per- 
sons develop skills which 
are salable in the future. 
In rebuilding .their homes 
or apartments not only are 
useful skills developed, but 
meaningful and satisfying 
experiences are provided. 
Most of all, children who 
live in the neighborhood 
would perceive such 
adults and youths as 
leaders and doers as 
models they would want to 
emulate. 

The problem of our great 
cities is primarily one of 
lack of resources, poor 
communication and unem- 
ployed ‘persons being 
unable to find meaningful 
employment. If there is a 
local neighborhood center 
or settlement in your city, 
seek it out. No agency can 
effectively help in solving 
neighborhood problems 
without the active par- 
ticipation of the members 
of its community. 

In the months and years 
ahead, one can expect 
more resources flowing 
from the federal govern- 
ment as a result of the 
President's Urban Policy 
Statement. It is critical, 
therefore, that neigh- 
borhood. groups come 
together and discuss com- 
mon probiems and develop 
the “means of meeting 
those problems.

To Erect Monument | 


To King’s 

CHARLOTTE, N.C. - Ten 
years after Or. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., was 
assassinated, a deicison 
has been made to erect a 
monument -at the starting 
point of the Selma to Mont- 
eer March held in 


The Board of Directors 
of the National Funeral 
Directors and Morticians 
Association (NFDMA), 
meeting here recently 
selected the march as the 
most significant demon- 
Btration of the slain 
leader's 13 year Civil 
Rights Crusade. And it 
voted unanimously to 
sponsor a $40,000 fund 
raising drive to underwrite 
the. monument, and made 
plans for an elaborate 
dedication ceremony on 
August 11, 1979. ; 

A statement issued’ by 
the association made up of 
the Nation’s Black Funeral 
Directors, said the March 
on Washington that attrac- 
ted 200, persons in 
1963 was not a legitimate 
march, but -a mobilization. 

It notes that the 50 miles 
between Selma and Mon- 
tgomery was negotiated on 
foot by 300 to persons 
Including some of ‘the 
nation’s most prominent 
white and black 
politicians, scholars, 


“businessmen, entertainers, 


clergymen, educators,.- ar- 
tists, professionals, 


‘ students and plain citizens. 


The march, which 
evolved from a local voter 
registration drive, was the

Black Contribution To - 
Catholic Church Cited 


Biacks have made 
significant contributions 
to the Roman Catholic 
Church in America, ac- 
cording to a priest and 
‘nun who took part in a 
two-day seminar in 
Columbus last week, en- 
titled “Evangelization and 
Black Culture.” 

Worksho speakers 
were Fr. Giles Conwill, 
director of churcly. 
vocations for the National 


Office of Black Catholics, . 
Washington, D.C. and 
Sister Elizabeth Harris, 
associate vocations 
director, Archdiocese of 
Detroit. 

The program was un- 
der the sponsorship of 
the Columbus diocesan 
vocations office. In ad- 
dition to. the-. workshops 
at the Shrine Center for 
Renewal and St. Charlies 
High School, Fr. Conwill 
preached at the 11 a.m. 
mass Sunday at St. 
Joseph Cathedral and 
Sister Harris spoke at 
masses at the OSU 
Newman Center. 

All Columbus inner city 


parishes cancelled 
regularly scheduled 
masses - 80 that 


parishioners could attend 
the service at the 
Cathedral. The inner ci 


parishioners met to m a 


the centennial of the 
Cathedral. 

Both Fr. Conwill and 
Sister Harris stated that 
black conttibution to the 
Roman Catholic Church 
in America centered 
around fiturgical worship 
and socio-economic fac- 
tors. 

“One of the best con-_ 
tributions blacks can 
make jin the Catholic 
Church and have made,” 
said Fr. Cdnwill, “is in 
the area of the liturgy. We 
can teach the Church 
how to celebrate. We 
black people are an ef- ~ 
fected people. We are in 
touch with our feelings, 
our expressions. Qur 
ways of worshiping God 
take on the human side 
of our nature.” 

Fr. Conwill stated that 
gospels and spirituals 
aren't Baptist music, but 
black music. . 

“Folk music, accom- 
panied by a guitar,” Fr. 
Conwill pointed out, “is 
derived from country- 
western music, and 
blacks don’t relate to 
country-western music. 
Parishes should incor- 
porate more spirituals 
into the worship format.” 

“Black music,” Sister 
Harris noted “is very 
deep, very meditative. It 
is not simply the clapping 
of hands. Soul music has 
captured the gamut of 
black music, of the black 
experience. You can 
celebrate God by clap- 
ping of hands,. dancing, - 
singing, swaying back 
and forth.” 

Commenting on the 
socio-economic aspect of 
blacks and the Catholic 
Church, Fr. Conwill said 
that “most white people 
want their clergy to be in- 
volved in Church matters 
only. Black don't make 
the dichotomy between 
Church affairs ._and 
social-economic matters. 
From_a black perspective, 
if men or women preach 
the gospel, they live the 
gospel, they take the en- 
tire gospel, not the trun- 
cated gospel. Christ said, 
‘| have come to preach 
the gospel to the poor.’ 
Blacks can get the 
Catholic Church more in- 
volved in the entire 
aspect..of freedom and 
tiberation of people." 

In the area of 
preaching, Sister Harris 
said that blacks, are ac- 
customed to the clergy 
being involved totally 
with people. . 

“The black preacher 
knows his people. He 
knows where they are. He 
preaches, not from a 
‘head trip’ but from where 
the people are in society. 
His preaching helps them 
liberate ... to give them 
what they need to make it 
in this society.” 

Fr. Conwill suggested 
that non-white clergy 
could learn preaching 
styles from the black 
minister — the repetition 
of phrases, voice infiec- 
tions, and, in general, the 
dynamics involved in 
preaching. 

There appears to be a 
renewed interest in the 
Catholic Church in 
reaching out to the black 
community, Sd oe eh to 
Sister Harris and Fr. Con- 
will. 


“After Vatican li, the 
Church went through an 
internal process, figuring 
out who we were and 
where we were going,” 
Fr. Conwill noted. 

“Black conversions 
weren't as high during 
the 60's as previous 
years. However, if the 
Catholic Church is to live 
up to its claim of univer- 


sality, it needs all 
minorities; otherwise, 
tet’ just call eee 
Church, a efman 
Church or an Italian 
Church." 


Sister Harris said that 
perhaps white flight to 
the suburbs could be one 
reason for the Catholic 
Church's renewed in- 
terest in the black com- 
munity. 

“The Catholic Church 
has always been a ‘city 
Church,”’ she noted. 
“Other denominations 
may have moved to. the 
suburbs and parishioners 
followed them. But the

Fr. Conwill urged the 
teachers, laity, priests 
and nuns who attended 
the workshops last week 
to “affirm the blackness 
of the youth whom they 
teach. Black people have 
been told for 80 long that 
we are nobody; we need 
to instill in our youths the 
concept that they are im- 
portant and that they can 
make it.” 


He urged that teachers 
should point out as role 
models every clergyper- 
son, successful 
businessperson, politi- 
cian in the community to 


encourage the black 
youths. 
“White bankers 


shouldn't be brought in 
to encourage black 
youths to consider 
banking as a profession,” 
he. seid. “Bring dnt 

black person who has 
been successful in 
banking as an example.” 


Fr. Conwill and Sister 
Harris both agree that the 
Catholic Church should 
“get out into the com- 
munity more. The Church 
just can't remain in the 
Pulpit, in the pew,” they 
said. 


‘The Church must 
leave the sanctuary and 
go into the streets and 
ghetto. That’s where 
Jesus is, too.”
